THE PROBLEM ( OF THE HEAVY LORRY. 


— - oe — 


(From OUR Morornine CoRaesronpens.) 
There has been a crget outcry recently 
Byainst the heavy motor . 
vehicle, te? say, is 


bese is point in this criticism, and that there 
is need of remedial measures. 1 cannot agree 
that the heavy lorry should be banished com- 
jletely. It must be remembered that the 
Bas lorry has served the community well, 
and that it was brought into existence, not 
because some engineers sought to destroy the 
roads, but because the railway companies 
failed to do their daty by age wg cheap and 
expeditious transport facilities for the coun- 
iry’s trade. ‘The Government, and the local 
authorities, too; must shave the blame. ~ The 
former, if it had been vigilant, would have 


taken steps to ehsure that the heavy lorry was [ 


suitably taxed, and the local authorities, it 
they had been far seeing would have made 
some effort to sow roads that were capable 
of withstanding heavy traffic. 


New Zealand’s Solution. 

Matters have reached a stage where 
something must be done. The Minister for 
Finance, therefore, should ask his advisers to 
devise an equitable basis of taxation for heavy 
lorries, and certain classes of roads should be 
closed to them. In Auckland, New Zealand, 
the Corporation has selved the question of 
motor taxation to its own satisfaction. A re- 
vised scale of annual licence fees which has 
just been adopted is based on the unladen 
weight of vehicles. For cars not exceeding 0 
cwt. the charge is £12, and for lorries weigh- 
ing four tons it is £75. This scale, however, 
applies only to a certain area; in the country 
districts commercial vericles are charged but 
LH. 

The problem, of course, is a difficult one. 
If heavy lorries are taxed to such an extent 
that they cannot give a quick and cheap ser- 
vice, there will be an outcry by traders and 
farmers. I notice that farmers in Cheshire 
have started an agitation for the reduction of 
taxes on lorries engaged in the milk traffic, 


Beating the Train. 


Even if the railways, aided by the Govern- 
ment, succeed in recapturing from the heavy 
motor lorries part of the goods traffic that 
they have lost, it is certain that as the 
number of motor cars in the country increases 
they will lose a greater proportion of their 
passenger traffic. 

Let me give a case in point. Last week a 
friend decided to take his family to Portrush 
for a month’s holiday, and asked me whether 
they should travel by train or in his 16.35 h.p. 
ear. I, of course, advised him to use the car, 
and assured him that if he observed the regu- 
lations the Customs would present no 
difficulty. 

The car carried two trunks,. several suit- 
cases, four adults and two children, and, 
travelling leisurely and with a long stop for 
lunch by the roadside, the 180 odd miles from 
Dublin to Portrush was covered in seven 
hours. Everybody was fresh at the end of the 
Journey ; there was none of that fatigue which 
a railway journey causes to some persons. 

My friend says that the car consumed about 
15 shillings worth of petrol; that he allows the 
game sum for wear and tear of tyres, and 
about four shillings for oil. These are outside

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NATIONAL THRIFT. | THE PRICE OF 


SAVINGS CERTIFICATES 
MOVEMENT. 


SUCCESS NORTH AND 
SOUTH. 


Mr. T. P. Gill, speaking at the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday on the subject of 
national thrift, referred to the successful 
efforts of Irish farmers to avert starvation 
from the people at the height of the submarine 
menace in 1917, when they accomplished the 
memorable feat of putting 800,000 new acres 
under food. crops in a single season, and 
repeated and bettered the effort in the fol- 
lowing year. To-day the Irish people, like 
the rest of the world, found themselves look- 
ing around upon a scene of wreckage and 
waste, and facing the task of reconstructing 
their life. 

Two factors had come out quite clearly as 
new and powerful agents for reconstruction. 
One was the production and distribution, on 
a national scale, of electrical power. The 
other was the national savings movement of 
a special kind for diffusing small capital 
widely amongst all classes, and aiming con- 
currently at effects upon the moral ae civic 
fibre of the population. In bold and energetic 
appreciation of the first of these two factors 
the Insh Free State had already shown itself 
to be well forward. A national sav-ngs move- 
ment on lines suggested by the most success- 
ful experience elsewhere had been launched 
here, and was already making good progress. 
The staffs of factories and hrs houses, 
and the pupils in a s:hool, could club to- 
gether in savings associations to buy 
certificates and gain certain advantages 
by déing so. It would have a direct bear- 
ing upon training in responsibility, citizen- 
ship, domestic economy and the formation of 
character. 

ATTRACTIVE SECURITY. 

There was no more attractive security on 
the market than the Free State Savings Cer- 
tificates. They were, indeed, instruments of 
productive thrift that could be set up in the 
poorest household, and, financially, what 
they did was to place the smallest investor 
on a footing as regards gilt-edged securitics, 
with the richest. 

Concluding his address, Mr. Gill said :— 
In a recent friendly controversy which I had 
with Sir James Craig and Mr. Pollock, we 
agreed that the savings movement in both 
parts of the country, which had the same 
object in view, could only help each other, 
and Sir James sent us his ‘‘ sincere hearty 
wishes "’ for our success, expressing the 
belief that to increase the proportion of in- 
habitants having a financial stake in the 
country is the best method of ensuring sound 
and stable government. (Hear, hear.) Our 
movement has been improving since then, 
and if I take the past three months, countin 
up to Saturda fast, and compare it wit 
the corresponding period of last year, it 
shows that we have had an increase in our 
investments in Savings Certificates of an 
average og £4,358 per week. We are all, 
North and South, confronted with the ex- 
periences of the '' morning after '— following 
those wild and terrible years, when almost 
every individual. everv familv, and every 
State spent money recklessly, but by efforts 
on these lines, each in our own spnere, we 
should succeed, please God, in pulling things 
together, and my last word to this company 
of business men is to ask each of them, 
in the office or factory with which he is 
concerned, to take an interest in promoting 
the establishment of a savings association 
amongst his employés. (Applause. ) 

THRIFT IN THE NORTH. 

Mr. Hugh Boyd, M.B.E., past president of 
the Belfast Rotary Club, sock 4 that his 
presence with them that day was evidence 
of the existence of the most cordial relations 
between the Rotary Clubs of Dublin and 
Belfast. In, the North great interest was 
taken in the development of the Ulster 
Savings Certificates movement, where it was 
a tremendous success. It was about three 
years since the Northern Government issued 
Savings Certificates. The last published re- 
turns showed that they had a total receipt 
in cash in respect of these Certificates in the 
six counties of £1,800,000. The repayments 
amounted to about 10 per cent. of that sum, 
so that there still remained, approximately, 
£1,600,000 invested. That sum represented 
two and a half million Certificates, equal to 
about 27s. or 28s, per head of the population 
of the six counties 

They in the North believed in encouragin 
thrift amongst the small investors, unskill 
workers and artisans. It was bound to have 
a steadying effect on the investors and to 
create a better citizenship. (Hear, hear.) He 
should be delighted to know that the move- 
ment here turned out the success which he 
felt in his heart it deserved to be. (Applause.) 

The Rev. J. M. Alley, moving a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Gill, referred to the excellent 
service that he had rendered to the country 
as Secretary to the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The salvation of the country now de 
pended upon two things—first, that our people 
should put themselves into their work in a 
way that they had not been doing recently— 
(hear, hear)—secondly, that they should cul- 
tivate the habit of thrift, and, if he might say 
so, both Governments, North and South, 
might set an example in this respect. (Hear, 

r.) 

Mr. Kevin J. Kenny, Mr. Alfred Fannin, 
Mr. P. Gillespie and the President supported 
the vote, which was passed unanimously.

NEW TARIFFS AND SMALL 


INDUSTRIES. 
Mr. William Kelleher, who presided at the 
last meeting of the Council of the Cork 
Industrial Development Association, stated

small industries affected by the new tariffs, 
the Association had been informed by the 
Revenue Commissioners that it was the inten- 
tion to exempt from Customs duty certain 
essential materials imported in a rtly 
finished condition and required in the initial 
rocesses of completing the finished article. 
th was also pleased to state that the Revenue 
Commissioners in all cases gave the Associa- 
tion’s representations and suggestions on such 
matters the fullest attention and considera. 
tion. 

The meeting considered the regulations m 
the Local Authorities (Combined Purchasing) 
Bill, and it was decided to make further 
investigation into the powers to be vested 
in the bill and to bring the matter up again 
at another meeting of the Association. 

In connection with contracts for supplies 
for the Great Southern Railways, it was de- 


cided to draw the company’s attention to 


the lack of local inspection facilities, which 
compelled local tenderers to travel to Dublin 
to inspect samples.

THAN LOUGHREA. 


WOMEN AND “ MORAL 
TONE.” 


— 


An interesting point was brought to light 
at the sitting of the Liquor Commission in 
Dublin yesterday. Stout which is brewed 
in Dublin is sold at sixpence per bottle 
in Loughrea, County Galway, while the 
Dublin publican, with the brewery at his 
door, charges eightpence per bottle. 

Mr. Duffy, a former member of Parlia- 
ment, who gave evidence as to the prices 
in both places, expressed the opinion that 
the Dublin publican who charged eight- 
pence was not getting too much, but that 
the country traders were fools. 

Mr. M. J. Horgan (Chairman) presided, 
and there were also present: Senators 
Mrs. Costello, O'Farrell and O'Neill, the 
Rev. J. Flanagan and Mr. M. J. Murphy, 
T.D. 

FOOD WITH DRINK. ; 

Mr. John Walters, Kingstown, ex-Chairman 
Dublin Licensed Vintners’ Association, stated 
that very few publicans supplied food, because 
there was not sufficient demand for it. When 
a big crowd came to Dub.in to see an athletic 
fixture, the only provision made to. supply 
the visitors with food was that the traders 
in the \.cinity of the grounds got in supplies. 
If there was a demand for food, he had no 
doubt whatever that the trade would supp'y 
it. 

Replying to the Chairman, he said that he 
objected to automatic endorsement of the 
licence, but agreed that there should be an 
endorsement for a grievous offence. 

Answering further questions, be stated that 
there was no combination to keep up the price 
of drink, Lut that an agreement had been 
come to some five years ago regarding the 
price of drink. This was not honoured, and 
was not worth the paper that it was written 


on. 
@ Asked by the Chairman if the trade did 
any business before 11 o'clock in the day, 
the witness said that in certain localities 
business started at 10 o'clock, and in others 
at 9 o'clock. 

IMPROVED HABITS. 
Mr. Thomas Duggan, ex-Chairman, Morth 
Tipperary County Council, Thurles, stated 
that he was an auctioneer and farmer, and 
from a long experience he could say that in 
the parts of the country with which he was 
familiar, the mixed trading did not offer any 
temptation to drink. 
To the Chairman, he stated that owing 
to the improved standards of living, objection- 
able language and conduct in public-house 
bars had altogether ceased. A wave of 
temperance had passed over the country, and 
a great improvement had taken place in the 
habits of the people, even before the increased 
prices of drink; the improvement was very 
rapid after the increase jn price. He 
attributed this improved condition to the 
better education of, and increased self-respect 
amongst the young ple. 
He would be in favour of a limited opening 
of licensed premises on Sundays. He did not 
at all anticipate that it would lead to 
drunkenness, and he felt that the wisest 
course would be that it should be left to the 
District Justices to grant a Sunday opening 
at such times and hours as the social customs 
of the districts demanded. 

MIXED TRADING. 
Mr. W. Duffy, ex-M.P., Chairman, Galway 
Licensed Trade Association, giving evidence, 
said that from the moral point of view he 
favoured mixed trading, because the presence 
of women in public-houses raised the moral 
tone. His experience was that the grocery 
business had intreased, while the drink had 
decreased. In his opinion, there was no hard- 
ship in closing the public-houses at 9 p.m

| FOUR YOUNG MEN 
DROWNED. 


BATHING IN UNKNOWN 
WATERS. 


The grave risk of bathing in strange 
waters is illustrated by two drowning acci- 
dents that. took place on Sunday last. 

One <ase, reported from. Carcdnnolly 
Lake, a few miles from Clones, involved 
three deaths, and in the other, at Hyde- 
park, some miles from Belfast, a young 
man, who had been already rescued, re- 
entered the water and.was drowned. 

In the Clones case two brothers—Frederick 
and William Feeney, aged respectively 14 and 
18 vears—and William McQuaid, aged 2 
years, had been walking near Corconnolly 
Lake, when the younger Feeney said that he 
would like to have a bathe. ‘He had been 
only a few minutes in the water when he was 
seen to be in difficulty. His brother went to 
his assistance. McQuaid, who was on the 
bank, soon was aware that the two brothers 
were in danger, and he went in-to help.them. 
McQuaid was a non-swimmer. He and the 
two Feeneys got out of depth and sank within 
a few minutes. A younger brother of William 
McQuaid witnessed the drowning, hut was un- 
able to help the sinking youths. All three 
were drowned within eleven yards of the 
bank. The Civic Guards recovered their 
bodies about an hour and a half afterwards. 

The Hydepark case was that of James 
Rush, aged 21 years, of Craégarogan, Glen- 
gormley, who was bathing in a mil! pond. He 
got into difficulty, but was rescued by Mr. 
Frederick William Lockhart, who was. swim- 
ming in the pond. Mr. Lockhart went back 
and was swimming when he heard a cry for 
help, and found that the man whom he had 
rescued a few minutes earlier had returned. to 
the water. Lockhart swam towards Rush, 
who sank, and on coming to the surface 
caught him by the legs, so that he had great 
difficulty in getting free. Rush sank once 
more, and when he rose to the surface he was 
so far off that Lockhart could’ not reach him. 
and he disappeared. Lockhart swam about 
for some time, but could not find the body.

BELFAST TELEPHONES. 


GRADING OF THE POST OFFICE 
STAFF. 

Mr. Dixey, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Postmaster-General if 
e is aware that many people in Belfast have 
applied for telephones, and have been put off 
owing to the ortage of the. necessary 
óm fin and whether, in view of the un- 
employment which exists, he will see his way 
to employ some additional labour, in order 
to expedite the carrying out of the con 
tracts, some of which have been entered into 
over a year ago’ 

Sir W, Mitchell-Thomson replied—It is the 
case that a number of applicants are ee 
telephone facilities at Belfast. Much 
difficulty hag been experienced in ‘arranging 
for the necessary accommodation and plant. 
Additional internal and external plant ‘is 
new being installed with all possible speed, 
and it is anticipated that within the next few 
months immediate difficulties will have been 
solved. There is no shortage of unskilled 
labour, and skilled men have been sent to 
onpedite the completion of this work. 

Mr. Dixey Also asked the Postmaster- 
General if he would state why 86 supervising 
officers in the Belfast Post Office were not 
granted metropolitan etatua when the 
Government of Northern Ireland wag estab- 
lished in Belfast. and thus given the same 
status as that granted to other Post Office 
servants in Belfast, as well as that given by 
the Government of Northern Ireland to their 
vwn officials in that city; if he is aware that 
a large number of the 86 supervising officers 
in Belfast are performing duties superior to 
that of similar supervising officers in London 
and Edinburgh, and carry out the work 
formerly performed by higher executive 
officers in the Accountants’ Office, Dublin. 
and! the Secretary s Office, London; and if 
he will state what saving has been affected 
by the transfer of this work to Belfast? 

Sir W. Mitchell-Thomson—The grading of 
the Post Office for the purpose of the pay 
of the staff must be governed by Post Office 
standards, and the classification of the Belfast 
Post Office is the same as that of the Post 
Office in Great Britain, where the volume of 
work is similar. There are no adequate 

rounds for granting a higher classification to 
the supervising stat in Belfast. I am aware 
that certain work, formerly performed else- 
where, is now undertaken by the staff in 
Belfast, but there has been no, improvement 
in the general ‘level of the duties of the 
supervising Officers, such as would warrant 
upgrading of the office. I am unable to state 
the financial effect of the changes.

NATIONAL PROGRAMME 
CONFERENCE. 


TEACHERS’ OPINIONS. 


. i é 


Before any new programme was launched 
for Free State primary schools the.views 
of the teachers in the diverse areas of the 
country should be sought and given effect, 
it was ‘contended by Mr. P. J, Quinn; 
men.ber of the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation Executive Committee, at a 
meeting of County Meath teachers at 
Navan. 

The teachers, Mr. Quinn said, were 
anxious to give fair play and assistance 
to the conference recently constituted to 
consider revision of the national pro: 
yramme. They knew from bitter ex- 
perience that the present programme had 
not been a success, its chief defect being 
that it was the same for the whole country. 
To demand the same work from the pupils 
of a small school in a remote country 
district as from those in a well equipped 
and fully staffed city school was absurd. 
It was beyond the wit of man to draft a 
common programme suitable to both. 
Even for different rural districts a common 
programme was impossible. Teachers in 
the various areas ought to draft pro- 
grammes of their own for submission to 
the conference 

CRAMMING OF IRISH. 

Although teachers had always supported 
the revival of the native language. he added. 
they knew. that i 
language had not only  mjured 
generally, but was seriously injuring the 
national language itself, He advocated “a 
more gradual and common-sense method of re- 
storation of the language through the schools."’ 

Mr. B. Thompson another member of the 
Central Executive of the organisation, com- 
mented on the lack of legislation concerning 
education since the establishment of the Free 
State. Referring to the Irish language, he 
said that time and energy which should be 
given to acquiring sufficient of the mere rudi- 
ments to ralse the child above bare illiteracy 
was being dissipated in a vain attempt to 
achieve the impossible—in a desperate effort 
to revive the Irish language. Fven in Meath, 
Trish, as they knew it, was probably never 
spoken. The fact was that no language was 
ever revived, or ever kept alive, which the 
people wished to lose, 

After commenting on more general matters, 
he said that the portfolio of Education was, 
perhaps, the mast important of the Ministeries, 
and it should have undivided attention. 

A resolution urging early introduction of 
the Campulsory Attendance Bill was passed. 

_ MINISTER CRITICISED. 

_ A similar resolution was passed at a meet- 
ing of South Tipperary teachers at Clonmel, 
where Mr. E. Mansfield said that people should 
not adopt the ridiculous postion of forcing 
teachers who knew the Irish language im- 
perfectly to teach geography and other sub- 
jects to children who did not know the 
language at all 

Mr. C. M Murphy, President of the 
Teachers’ Organisation, speaking at a large 
meeting of teachers at Roscommon, referred 
to the absence of the Minister of Education 
from the debate on the estimates of the Minis- 
try in the Dail. He had said at a convention 
last year that the Minister appeared to be 
hibernating, but now the period seemed to be 
longer in duration than that of any other 
hibernating animal. (Laughter.) The cond- 
tion of teachers in the Free State was little 
credit to them compared with the six 
counties. i 

Mr. H. O'Donnell (Sligo) said that there was 
strong objection to the system of forcing the 
Irish language. Ninety per cent of the 
teachers were incapable of teaching it, and 
were opposed to it. Personally, he was in 
favour of the language, but he thought the 
Government should make haste slowly in that 
direction. -

A CORK PROSECUTION. 


At Cork District Sessions yesterday, John 
Reid, of Jemnymount street, Belfast, was 
charged with neglecting his three children— 
James, aged nine years; Margaret, aged four 
years; and Arthur, aged four months. 
" Inspector Fitzsimmons, of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, said that the offence was a continuous 
one, and that the defendant's conduct had 
cost the ratepayers of Cork between £20 and

| The Liquor Traffic. 


Evidence on behalf of the licensed trade 
was given yesterday before the Free State 
Liquor Commission. If the whole, or even 
a large part, of it is true, it constitutes 
an overwhelming case for a drastic 
elimination of public-houses throughout 
the twenty-six counties. In the first 
place, the “ trade’s’’’ witnesses testify to 
a remarkable decline in the demarid for 
intoxicating liquor. They are convinced 
optimists concerning the moral and social 
advancement of the Irish people. Mr. 
Thomas Duggan says that in North Tip- 
perary mixed trading has no dangers, 
because bad language and coarse conduct 
at public-house bars have “' altogether 
ceased.’” ‘‘ A wave of temperance,”’ he 
affirms, ‘‘ has passed over the country.” 
The evidence of Mr. Duffy, chairman of 
the Galway licensed trade, is not less 
encouraging. He says that the grocery 
business has increased, while the sale of 
drink has ‘‘ decreased noticeably.’’ ‘‘ The 
social habits of the people have completely 
changed,’" and men who formerly spent 
their money in excessive drinking now 
spend it in the purchase or hire of motor 
cars. The witnesses supported these 
general statements with specific facts. In 
Loughrea, the town on which Mr. Duffy 
based his evidence, there are forty-two 
public-houses—one for every fifty-seven 
men, women and children. Obviously, 
since the complete change in the social 
habits of the people, this number, from 
the moral and economic points of view 
alike, is scandalously superfluous. 
Morally, it is a continuing temptation to 
persons who are beginning to form good 
habits. Economically, it spells a ferocious 
struggle between the forty-two candidates 
for a thirst and, predicts 
bankruptcy for most of them. Mr. 
Duffy’s evidence endorses this conclusion. 
Apparently, the Shop Hours Act is not 
enforced at Loughrea; but this fact in- 
volves the publicans’ assistants in no hard- 
ship. They are able—presumably, because 
business is so bad—to ‘‘ go for a walk any 
time they like.” Again, the publicans in 
Loughrea sell stout at sixpence a bottle, 
whereas the publicans of Dublin dispense 
that luxury at eightpence. Either Dublin 
is selling too dear or Loughrea is selling 
too cheap; and, since nobody will care to 
charge the patriotic and. self-sacrificing 
traders of Dublin with conscienceless 
‘* profiteering,’ we must believe that the 
forty-two publicans of Loughrea are selling 
stout without profit in a desperate effort 
to keep their doors open. In Rathkeale, 
according to another witness, there are 
thirty-five public-houses—one per eighty- 
two inhabitants—and any attempt to 
divorce the sale of drink from the sale of 
groceries would mean “' the annihilation 
of the trade.’’ On top of such evidence 
the “ trade's ” claim for State compensa- 
tion for extinguished licences comes as a 
startling non sequitur. It declares that 
the demand for strong drink is declining. 
It admits that the number of caterers for 
this declining demand is excessive. 
Clearly, at least one-half of the licence- 
holders will serve their own interests by 
shifting themselves quickly into some other 
business; and, clearly, the surviving 
traders will benefit by the reduction of 
competition. The question of compensa- 
tion must be a matter entirely between 
the survivors and the suppressed. It does 
not concern the general taxpayer in any 
way.

Savings Certificates. 


During the war years money was plenti- 
ful in Ireland. It was a small field that 
would not yield a hundred pounds’ worth 
of potatoes, and the humblest peasants 
were able to amass large wads of bank 
notes. If our people had been wise enough 
to live frugally and to save, there would 
be less distress'in the land to-day, despite 
general depression and three bad harvests. 


| Yesterday, addressing the Dublin Rotary 


T. P. Gill said that the 
National Savings movement was the 
farmers’ hope. Through the echools, the 
habit of buying Savings Certificates is 
spreading to the homes, and the instincts 
of economy and responsibility are being 
infused into the people. In course of 
time, if the people of the Free State 
peiscvere in the use of this potent instru- 
ment for the building up of the nation, 
we may hope to see repeated in our 
country what is being achieved in the 
United States, where money that formerly 
was squandered is being put to the good 
use of making the workers pert-owners 
of the fabric of industrial capital. 
Nothing can be a surer s2curity against 
revolution and unrest than the wide dis- 
tribution of ownership, and Mr. Gill 
rightly urged that every citizen should be 
exhorted to acquire a stake in the stability 
of the community. It is encouraging that 
yesterday's meeting was addressed by a 
representative of Northern Ireland. Mr. 
Hugh Boyd told how the Ulster Savings 
Certificates were being bought in schools, 
shops, factories and offices throughout the 
Six Counties, and said that already some 
£1,800,000 had been invested’ thus. 
Northern people have a reputation of 
long standing for thriit, but there is no 
reason why their good example should not 
be followed in the Free State. In invest- 
ing their savings on the solid security of 
the Irish Governments the people of 
Ireland will co-operate in the building 
up of the common prosperity and will 
become, in very truth, the owners of their 


country. 


A Treasure of Stamps. 


In the early ‘sixties the hobby of stamp- 
collecting was coming into fashion, A 
certain young gentleman—a scion of a 
noble British family—invested twenty 
pounds in the starting of a collection. His 
method was curious. He wrote to Colonia] 
postmasters inclosing sums ranging as 
high as five pounds, with requests for new 
stamps to the value of his remittances. 
The stamps arrived in varying bulks and 
were put aside along with the correspond- 
ence relating to the matter. The collector

the collection, now over sixty years old, 
A boy’s' plaything has*become a treasure 
of great value, and Mr. Frederic J. Mel- 
ville, who has inspected the find, 
declares in the Daily Telegraph that the 
stamps bought for twenty pounds are now 
worth £10,000. One remittance of. ten 
shillings to Ceylon brought the collector 
two sheets, each of 120 stamps, of the $d. 
lilac stamp of 1858 on white glazed paper 
—a stamp which to-day bring four pounds 
a copy at philatelic auctions. Mr. Mel- 


ville observes that if the 1857 stamp of 


the same type, but on blued paper, had 
been sent, the difference in present-day 
value would have been large; for the 1857 
stamp now sells at twenty-five pounds a 
copy. Philatelists are excited by the dis- 
covery, not merely by reason of the 
monetary value of the stamps, but because 
some of the sheets are unique, and are 
expected to extend experts’ knowledge of 
certain passages in Colonial philatelic 
history. We are among those Philistines 
who cannot see any large importance in 
discovering how many perforation marks 
there were in the deep green Pritish 
Guiana stamp of 1860, and we suspect that 
an outpouring of common-sense would 
make it impossible for a handful of stamps 
to be sold for five hundred times their 
face value. Yet philately is a fascinating 
hobby when it is cultivated for its his- 
torical and artistic interest.

COLLEEN MOORE IN “'' SO BIG.” 


At times in the second half it seemed that 
“So Big’’ might be spoiled-by lapse into 
that sloppy sentimentality which made, say, 
“Over the Hill’’ nauseous to all but the 
most impenitent wallowers in drivel. Happily, 
the lapse never occurred. One could hese 
spared a hundred feet or so of the “ close-up” 
of the old mother wringing her hands over 
her son’s infatuation for the ‘‘ vamp’’ woman; 
but the earlier close-up portraits of the same 
actress as a young woman had been so de- 
lightful that it seemed ungracious to com- 

ain. Colleen Moore, who took the part of 

lina Peake through all her stages from 
girlhood to the prematurely aged mothter of a 
son to whom she had struggled to give a 

rofessional career, is less convincing in the 

tter part of the film; but, when her 
weakeried, the film was saved from absurdity 
of pathos by some excellent character-acting 
by other members of the cast. 


Fears that the film was going to fall away 
from its earlier quality began when the 
mother, having been given a bust of herself 
as a token of neighbours’ admiration, remarks 
brilliantly: “I have thought of a place for 
the bust,’’ and proceeds to place the bust in 
the most obvious place possible—the centre 
of the mantel-shelf. That, however, is the 
only really weak moment of the film, unless 
one were to jeer a little at some of the steps 
by which in the last few minutes the story 
1aces to its “happy ending,” but such steps 
are necessary to convention, and they were 
achieved neatly enough. 3 


“So Ba" is a longish. film, and through 
most of its length—granting its frank claim 
to be a sentimental story—it is artistic in 
main conception and in incident. Thea story 
is laid among a community of Dutch stock 
in a small farm district behind Chicago. 
Selina Peake, being thrown on her own re 
sources through the sudden death of her 
father, takes a post as teacher at a village 
school there. olleen Moore is delightful asa 
cheerful and high-spirited young woman in 
that part. A young farmer woos and wins 
her, and she settles to the dull wearying 
life of a hard-working small-holder’s wife, 
becoming slatternly under the slavery of 
housekeening and helping on the farm; even 
her joy in her baby son made to*seem illicit 
under the eye of her dour husband. Here 
the actress has shed her charm, but fascinates 
by the conviction of her portrait. 


Selina’s career is ‘pursued through her 
struggles to bring the boy up well after his 
father’s death, her growing to honour among 
her neighbours, and her anxieties for the boy 
as he comes to an age when his manhood is 
uxposed to sinister trials. Colleen Moore's 
acting wins admiration through all these 
stages; but it is hardly more remarkable 
than the excellent casting of the other charac- 
ters. The old-fashioned community, still 
carrying the marks of the sturdy Dutch 

asant stock, is very cleverly represented. 

‘he film is constantly saved from conven- 
tionality by the stressing of uncommon 
atmosphere and period; and, in view of the 
Dutch associations, it may be said that a 
certain literary quality of the film was not 
unworthy of a thought of the eminent Dutch 
novelist, Couperus.

acquaint himself with the condition of 
affairs generally before speaking in the 
House. Rumour says that Mr. Chamber- 
lain was a little unwell last week, again 
suffering from loss of voice. He has been 
paying a visit to the mountains during 
the week-end to aid his recovery. 


The German Embassy. 


When Herr Sthamer, the German 
Ambassador in London, reached the age 
for retirement some little time ago, he 
agreed to an invitation from his Govern- 
ment to prolong his term of office, in view 
of the manner in which he had carried 
out the somewhat delicate negotiations 
between London and Berlin. It is not 
improbable, however, that, as soon as the 
Cologne area has been evacuated and a 
definite result is achieved with regard to 
the Western European pact, he may desire 
to take the opportunity of relinquishing 
his office, having smoothed several diffi- 
culties from the path of his successor. 
From time to time many names have been 
suggested in connection with the London 
Embassy, and the latest to be mentioned 
in this connection is that of General von 
Seeckt, the present Commander-in-Chief 
of the Reichswehr. Although not mentioned 
by name in the Allied Note on disarma- 
ment, it is no secret that activities of 
General von Seeckt were indicated. His 
transference to another sphere would not 
be displeasing to the Allies, but whether 
the London Embassy is the most suitable 
appointment is another matter. , 


The Middle East. 


1 It is culiarly appropriate that the 
season of the Moslems’ pilgrimage to 
Mecca should have been chosen by the 
Royal Asiatic Society for public homage 
to the merits of Sir Richard Burton, the 
first Englishman who really made known 
to us the mysteries of the birthplace of 
Islam. Burton died thirty-five years ago, 
so that it has taken some time for the 
greatness of this explorer into the ways 
of Arabia to secure recognition. To 
morrow, however, the first of a series of 
lectures in his memory will be giten in 
London by one of the first students of 
Arabic living, Mr. St. John Philby. 
This young traveller, whose connection 
with the Middle East began in 1915 in 
Mesopotamia, has to his credit the almast 
unique performance of having crossed 
Central Arabia from the Persian Gulf to 
the Red Sea. This he did under the 
gis of the Wahhabi leader, the Sultan -f 
Nejd, during the war. Since the Armis- 
tice he has been employed both in Iraq 
and in Transjordania, and latterly in an 
unofficial capacity he endeavoured at 
Jeddah to reconcile Pbn Saoud with Emir 
Ah of the Hedjaz. His lecture to-morrow 
upon ' The Recent History of the 
Hedjaz'’ will be read by all students of 
the Middle Fast. 


The Zinovieff Letter. 


Some members of the Socialist Party in 


the House of Commons are still trying 


hard to believe that the Zinovieff letter 
was a forgery, but their faith has had a 
great shock; for the committee set up 
inside the party to make further inquiries 
into the origin of the letter seems unable 
to come to any other conclusion than that 


of the Cabinet Committee which met after 


the general election. The letter is re- 
garded. as authentic, and no evidence has 
been produced from any qua. cer to prove 
that it is not. The result of the delibera- 
tions of the committee have not yet been 
made public, but it is-understood that Mr. 
Thomas, the chairman, has prepared an 
interim report for presentation to Mr. 
Ramsay Maedonald. 


Free State Income Tax. 


In the House of Commons to-morrow 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer will be 
asked whether he is aware that British 
Friendly Societies and others who have 
lent money to Irish municipalities are

Fiying in England.

Sir Samuel also re- 
vealed the fact that the Government was 
engaged in building the two greatest air- 
ships in the world, and it was hoped that 
in the course of two years they would he 
available for commercial purposes. Each 
would be able to carry one hundred 
passengers on the journey from England 
to Bombay in four days.

NEGOTIATIONS BEGIN. 


NEED FOR REPRESENTATIVE 
WITH SUPREME POWERS. 


From “ Tae Times ” CoRRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Monday. 

The representatives of the Diplomatic 
Body and the Chinese delegates begin their 
discussions on the position here to-day. The 

reposterous demands of the Chinese Cham- 
ier of Commerce will not be officially brought 
to the notice of the Diplomatic Delegation. 
This one stumbling block is, therefore, out of 
the way. 

Meanwhile it begins to be felt that even if 
the negotiations succeed in restoring peace 
am Shanghai—even this the temper of the 
Chinese makes difficult enough—no settle- 
ment will endure which does not provide for 
the adjustment of the iarger issues between 
the Chinese and the foreigners. 

Such an adjustment must put the status 
and rights of foreigners—at least so far as 
the chief concessions are concerned—on a 
permanent footing, whiie satisfying the na- 
tional aims of the Chinese and their not un- 
reasonable desire for a iair representation in 
the administration of those concessions. 

To this end it is felt to be most desirable 
that the British Government should appoint 
a special representative, with supreme powers 
over all British officials in China, and even 
in Hong Kong, inasmuch as the different 
points of view of the Colonial and Foreign 
Office administrations are so frequent a source 
of friction. 

Much hatred is concentrated against all 
British institutions. This is, un oubtedly, 
due to Russian Bolshevist influence. The 
shipping strike continues to spread, and all 
the coast vessels at Swatow are laid up.

EXPLOSIVES IN CELLARS AND 
SECRET CUPBOARDS.

SOFIA, Sunday. 

A significant proof that the Communists in 
Bulgaria have long prepared for an armed 
movement, is the discovery of a regular 
arsenal of explosives in the heart of a. 

A certain Vassilieff Goranoff, an employé 
of the National Banlee Bank, was arrested 
some time ago, as he was believed to be 
implicated in the recent outrages. Shortly 
afterwards the suspicions of the police were 
aroused in regard to several persons who 
were seen leaving a big, new house near the 
railway station. 

A search was made, and it was found that 
the house had walls thirty inches thick, with 
extensive cellar accommodation, while there 
were concealed cupboards, which were used 
for hiding exvlosives. 

Some of these had already been carried 
away, as Goranoff's wife had become 
frightened; but among the stores remainin 
were fifty pounds of dynamite, two hundre 
pounds of pyroxylene, twenty-five uncharged 
infernal machines, ninety pyroxylene bombs, 
four thousand explosive caps, and three hun- 
dred feet of fuse. 

These explosives would have been sufficient 
to do an enormous amount of damage, and 
constituted the biggest haul the authorities 
in Sofia have made. .

HANKOW RIOTS. 


MR. BALDWIN’S STATEMENT 
OF BRITISH POLICY, 


POSITLON OF EXTREME 
DIFFICULTY. 


The Prime Minister (Mr. Baldwin) and 
Mr. A. M. Samuel madé important state- 
ments of British policy in regard to the 
riots at Shanghai and Hankow, in reply 
to questions in the House of Commons 
yesterday. 

Both spoke of co-operation with the in- 
terested Powers for the protection, of life 
and property, and Mr. Baldwin assured Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald that the Government 
was satisfied that it was taking, together 
with the Allies, every step to prevent this 
disturbance from developing into serious 
international complication in the Far East. 

Mr. A. M. Samuel, replying to Mr. 
Trevelyan, said that for some months before 
the recent rioting at Shanghai there had 
been industrial unrest in connection with a 
Japanese mill in that city, and also in con- 
nection ‘ith another Japanese mill else- 
where. This led later to a collision between 
the police and the crowds, when ‘an attempt 
was made to rush the police station, which 
was full of arms. Warning was given to the 
crowd before they were fired upon. 

Mr. Will Thorne asked whether the cause 
of all the trouble was not the beastly low 
wages and the employment of children of 
eight years and under. 

Mr. Samuel—No, sir. The British Govern- 
ment has done all it can with regard to 
labour within the International settlement. 
We have nothing to do with conditions out- 
side of it. 

Mr. Lansbury asked if there was any evi- 
dence of an attack by the Chinese on the 
police station with any arms whatsoever, 
and was it not a fact that the people were 
shot in the back, and could not, therefore, 
have heen storming the police station when 
shot ? 

Mr. Samuel—I do not agree that they were 
shot in the back. He added that the crowd 
was large and murderous, and tried to rush 
the police station, which was full of arms; 
and if the action which was taken had not 
heen taken there would have been greater 
bloodshed. 

Mr. Samuel, replying to Mr. Foot Mitchell, 
said that our policy was adopted in concert 
with other Powers interested. No points of 
difference. had arisen, and. he took that 
opportunity of expressing, on behalf of His 

ajesty’s Government, their appreciation of 
the firm and tactful manner in which the 
situation had been handied by the senior 
member of the Diplomatic Corps at Peking— 
the Italian Minister. 

Mr. Locker asked if it was not a fact that 
the British cotton mills of Shanghai had a 
regulation forbidding the employment of boys 
under ten and girls under twelve years of 
age 
Mr. Samuel replied that that was so, and 
that the British had only eight out of the 
thirty-six mills. In reply to Mr. Lawson, Mr. 
Samuel said the casualties in Shanghai, as far 
as officially reported, were 21 Chinese killed 
and 65 wounded, and one foreigner wounded, 
of American nationality. 

Mr. Lansbury—Were any police wounded? 

Mr. Samuel—I hope not. 

AT HANKOW. 

Mr. A. M. Samuel, in reply to Mr. 
Trevelyan, who asked for information as to 
the nature and extent of the disturbances at 
Hankow, said that the situation at Hankow 
still gave cause for anxiety, but His Majesty's 
ship siollyhock was reported yesterday to be 
due there shortly, and later she would be re- 
placed by His Majesty's ship Despatch. It 
was Clear that the Hankow disturbances were 
similar in nature to those at Shanghai. They 
were symptoms of deep and widespread un- 
rest, exploited by interested parties who were 
trying to stir up feelings against foreign 
Powers having interests in China who were 
deeply concerned in co-operating in the task 
of progress and reform. In the opinion of 
His Majesty's Government, the surest remedy 
for the ill-will towards foreign nationalities 
lay in an attempt on the part of the Treaty 
Powers to give practical effect to the spirit 
of the decisions reached at the Washington 
Conference, which contemplated the co- 
operation of China and the Powers in measures 
beneficial to China as a whole. 

As to the disturbances at Hankow, he 
added, there was on June 11 a riot there 
ly a large and violent mob, which kille} one 
Japanese subject and badly wounded two. 
The riot culminated in a determined attack 
on the British concession. Firing only took 
place in the last resort. after the use of the 
fire hose had failed. It resulted in sixteen 
casualties, of, which two were fatal. His 
Majesty’s Consul reported that the firing was 
necessary and inevitable. Had the Chinese 
authorities co-operated promptly with the de- 
fence force this deplorable loss of life would 
have been avoided. When they eventually 
did so the situation became easier. All the 
foreign naval forces present co-operated in the 
defence of the British, French, and ex-Russian 
concessions at Hankow. 

MR. BALDWIN'S ASSURANCE. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald—May I ask whether 
the Government is quite satisfied that it is 
taking, in co-operation with the other Allies, 
every step possible to prevent this disturb- 
ance from changing its feature into really big 
international trouble in the Far East? 

Mr. Baldwin—I can certainly assure the 
House that that is the case We are, in 
this country, watching the situation most 
anxiously, and, as I believe was announced 
to the House, the Treaty Powers represented 
at Pekin have sent a commission of inquiry 
to Shanghaj to investigate and report with all 
speed, and the Chinese Government have sent 
two high officials to conduct a similar inquiry. 
I hve every reason to believe that these two 
inquiries will work together in perfect har- 
mony, with a desire to attain the same end— 
that is, peace in China—and will enable us 
to take the steps which have been fore- 
shadowed, of trying to come to an arrange- 
ment upon the internal tariffs, which may 
help in the consolidation of the internal 
Chinese Government, the absence of which, 
whatever other causes there may be, is one of 
the root causes of the present trouble. 

Mr. Macdonald asked if the Government's 
position was not merely to protect life, but 
also to remove the very serious political pro- 
blems. 

Mr. Baldwin—We do not lose sight of that. 
Of course, one of the essential difficulties at a 
time like this is to protect, as far as we are 
able, the lives of the European people, not 
only in the = towns, but, it may be, in- 
land as well. It is a position of extreme 
difficulty, but I can assure the House that the 
Government will do everything it can to bring 
the end we all desire.

£1,900,000 PROFIT. 


. NOT EXEMPT FROM 
INCOME TAX. 


An extraordinary story of how the 
Belfast linen trade was bluffed into buy- 
inz over £3,000,000 worth of linen’ was 
toid in the King's Bench Division, Lon- 
don, yesterday. 

Mr. Leonard James Martin appealed, 
before Mr. Justice Rowlatt, against an 
original assessment to income tax in the 
sum of £1,900,000, for the year ending 
April 5, 1920, in respect of linen trade 
transactions. The special case stated by 
the Commissioner of Income Tax for the 
opinion of the Court, said that the appel- 
lant had, since 1910, carried on the busi- 
ness of a wholesale agricultural machinery 
merchant at Minories, London. 

OFFER OF £3,733,625. 

On June 17, 1919, he agreed to pur- 
chase the whole surplus stock of Govern- 
ment aircraft linen remaining in the 
Government's possassion, amounting to 
44,803,888 yards at 1s. 8d. per yard for 
£3,733,625, to take delivery of the whole 
stocks within six months from June 18; 
to pay cash with each order for delivery, 
and pay on December 18 for the balance 


of goods undelivered. 

Appellant was to make a deposit of 
£50,000 with the Minister of Munitions, to 
be forfeited if he failed to comply with any 
of the terms of the contract. ny further 
Government stocks becoming surplus between 
June and December were to be purchased by 
appellant at the same price, and on the same 
conditions. ; 

The appellant provided out of his own re- 
sources the £50,000 deposit. The remainder 
of the purchase money was provided out of 
the purchase money of the linen sold by him, 
and paid by the purchasers. Appellant did 
not make any arrangement for financing the 
transaction. 

BLUFFING BELFAST. 

After negotiating elsewhere, Mr. Martin 
communicated, through an_ intermediary, 
with the Belfast Linen Manufacturers’ 
Association, and offered to sell the whole of 
the linen to the Association or its members 
at 2s..a yard, but the offer was not accepted. 

Appellant explained that he took the view 
that the Belfast manufacturers had a 
monopoly of the linen business in the United 
Kingdom; that they were the only people 
who could, through their organisation, suc- 
cessfully handle the linen, and that there 
was little or no prospect of his successfully 
disposing of the linen in the six months 
allowed by the contract, unless they could be 
induced to purchase the bulk of it. 

His policy, therefore, was to alarm them 
by leading them to think that their market 
would: be undermined by his making a wide- 
spread offer of Government linen to the pub- 
lic, and starting an advertising campaign 
for that purpose, In pursuance of that 

olicy, appellant rented an office in High 

lolborn, London, and engaged an advertis- 
ing manager, and a staff of clerks. He 
carried on an extensive advertising campaign 
from June to October, 1919, and executed 
many small retail orders for the public. 
THE FIRST BELFAST ORDER. 

On July 15, 1919, the first order was re- 
ceived from one of the Belfast houses, which 
eventually purchased about 1,800,000 yards, 
and on the following day an order was re- 
ceived from another Belfast house which 
eventually purchased about, 1;236,000 yards. 

Thereafter sales to the Belfast houses pro- 
ceeded rapidly, and by December 18, 1919, 
only 700,000 yards remained unsold, and the 
whole stocks were sold by February 16, 


In all,“4,279 orders were received, of which 
Ss came from wholesale houses in Beifast. 
Fifty-five wholesale Belfast firms took 
34,736,991 yards, of which the great bulk 
was purchased by eight houses. 

The export sales amounted to 5,116,425 
yards, and the retail sales to 4,937,062 yards, 
two million yards of which were purchased 
by Belfast houses. 

Appellant continued to devote the greater 
part of his time to his business as agricul- 
tural machinery merchant, spending three 
hours a day at the linen office. 

“A GAMBLING TRANSACTION.” 

It was contended for the appellant that 
he did not carry on any trade, manufacture, 
adventure or concern in the nature of trade 
In connection with linen, and that 
the transaction was conceived and 
carried © out as “a gambling 
transaction,’ the welling organisation being 
not in truth the selling organisation of any 
trade, but an instrument devised and used 
for the purpose of bringing the gamble as 
such to a succeasful issue, that the profit 
was not an annual profit chargeable to income 
tax under Schedule D or any other schedule 
of the Income Tax Act. : 

It was contended by the Crown that the 
appellant carried on a trade, adventure or 
concern in the nature oí trade, and that the 
profits arising therefrom were asselsable to 
income tax under Schedule D. Alternatively, 
that such profits were annual profits or gains 
assessable under Schedule D. 

ASSESSMENT REDUCED. 

The Commissioners who heard the appeal 
held that in acting as he had Mr. Martin 
was for the time being carrying on a trade, 
the profits of which were chargeable to income 
tax and excess profits duty. The ultimate 
determination of the appeal was delayed in 
consequence of an application made by 
appellant to the Board of Referees under 
Section 42 of the Finance Act for the special 
percentage standard for the purpose of excess 
profits duty. In January, 1924, the Board 
delivered their decision, making no order, 
and the Commissioners thereupon reduced the 
assessment to the sum of £908,989. ‘Ihere 
was no dispute as to the amount of the 
assessment on the assumption that the. profit 
was Qo chargeable to income tax. 

Mr. Needham, for the appellant, argued 
that this was a mere gamble, and not a trade 
adventure. 

APPEAL DISMISSED. 

Mr Reg Hills, for the Crown, supported 
the assessment. 

In the result Mr. Justice Rowlatt said that 
there was overwhelming evidence on which 
the Commissioners could find that the 
appellant was carrying on a trade assessable 
to income tax. He embarked on a bold coup 
of a most extraordinary character, and by 
the methods he adopted he succeeded in 
getting the Belfast linen trade to take most of 
the vast stocks he had bought. The appeal 
was dismissed, with costs

CROP PROSPECTS GOOD. 


OTTAWA, Monday. 

The continuance of the very favourable. 
crop prospects is the most important factor 
in the Canadian industrial and commercial 
situation. There is every indication now that 
the crop-yields this vear are likely to establish 
new records in value, and possibly also in 
volume, with a consequent refiex influence 
on the whole commercial fabric of the 
Dominion. A crop report just issued by the 
Winnipeg Free Press, based on reports from 
325 correspondents throughout the prairie 
provinces, says that conditions generally are 
good to excellent, and ‘are ideal in large aréas. 
The general industrial output is showing signs 
of gradual expansion, with increasing demands 
from consumers, particularly in Western 
Canada.—(Renter.)

LONDON FAMILY SHOT,

A quadruple tragedy was discovered in 
London yesterday. In the early hours of the 
moruing, John William Miskin, aged 42, a 
captain in the Mercantile Marine, shot his 
wife (aged 46), a daughter (aged 14), and 
a son (aged 11)-at their home at High road, 
Willesden, while they were asleep, and then 
committed suicide.

With the approach of the Muslim festival 
of Bakrid, apprehension of a Hindu-Muslem 
riot is growing, the reason being that the 
Hindus insist upon the prohibition of the 
sacrificial procession with a cow through the 
street where the riot occurred last year as a 
result of the Muhammadans disobeying the 
prohibition order. 

‘The Hindu community urges that the pro- 
hibitions shall be reimposed, but Mr. Lincoln, 
the district magistrate, unlike his prede- 
cessor. states that he will not issue a pro- 
hibition in regard to this particular street. 
At the same time he issues a warning that 
anyone will be severely punished who offends 
against the regulations prohibiting the exhi- 
bition of a cow for sacrifice and its being 
accompanied by more than seven persons. 

Mr. Gandhi, who was appealed to for arbi- 
tration by. the local Hindu Association, 
replied—‘‘I now claim no influence over 
Hindus or Mussulmans*’; and he considers 
it irreligious and degrading to both communi- 
ties that they should not settle the matter 
without seeking Government aid.

EGYPTIAN TRIBUTE LOAN, 
a 
MIXED COURT'S DECISION, 

Zhe Times in a leading article says :— 
Judgment in what is known as the Egyptian 
Tribute Loan case was delivered by the 
mixed court in Cairo yesterday. It was 
completely in favour of the bondholders, and 
all the objections raised by the Egyptian 
Government were rejected in downright 
fashion. In spite of the fact that the point 
in dispute was whether a Government was 
under any legal obligation to fulfil a contract 
made with private persons and of a declara- 
tion, when default occurred, that the moneys 
would be deposited with the National Bank 
of Egypt pending a decision as to liability, 
the Ezyptian Government sought, in the first 
instance, to escape from the action by plead- 
ing that the acts of a sovereign State could 
not be questioned in the courts. This line 
of defence was at once rejected by the judges, 
who would otherwise have legalised the 
repudiation of a:lawful bargain into which the 
Egyptian Government had entered, and for 
which value had been received. 

The case is an excellent demonstration of 
the value of mixed courts to foreigners 
with interests in Egypt. ‘But for their 
existence there would have been no 
remedy for the default, for the British 
Government did not exercise its powers under 
the unilateral declaration of February, 1922, 
by which the interests of foreigners in Egypt 
and the latter's international obligations are 
controllable by Great Britain. It is, perhaps, 
the first case in which a banking or issuing 
house has successfully fought a foreign 
Government on its own shores. Issuing houses, 
as a rule, are very reluctant to undertake such 
actions, and Messrs. Rothschild are to be 
congratulated upon having boldly taken the 
risk of an unsuccessful action. Only in ex- 
ceptional cases is it possible for private im- 
dividuals to win an action against a foreign 
Government, and the lesson should be laid to 
heart that if foreign Governments were to fall 
into the habit of forcing private creditors to 
go to law with them financial business with 
them would become impossible. Wise in- 
vestors will never overlook this risk in foreiga 
securities,

ENDED. 


GARDEN PARTY AT

The American and Canadian doctors con-

At the Rotunda, 
Coombe, and Holles street Hosgpitals the 
modern methods of gynaecology won com- 
mendation. In the Mater, St. Vincent's, 
and Royal City of Dublin the surgical 
operations and medical clinics were much 
appreciated. ' 
RESEARCH COMMENDED. 

The members of the party who visited 
the Mater Hospital were especially interested 
in the demonstration on osteomalacia by 
Doctors H. F. Moore and J. M. Hayden. 


The case under review was one in which a 


patient who had been bedridden for four 
years. disease is very rarely found, 
and is caused by softening of the bone, 
followed by spontaneous fracture. After 
exhaustive research work Doctors Moore 
and Hayden located the cause of the trouble— 
the first time, it is believed, that the 
cause has been discovered and treatment suc- 
cessfully carried out. The interesting fact, 
however, from the public point of view, is 
that working from the knowledge so gained 
the doctors named have gone on to discover 
a cure for rickets. It was noticed that 
all the cases of rickets investigated at the 
Mater Hospital showed similar stomach dis- 
turbances to the case of osteomalacia; and by 
connecting these disturbances patients suffer- 
ing from rickets were cured.

Meath, and Jervis Street Hospitals followed 
demunstrations there with keen interest. 
The Orthoped& Hospital and Royal Eye 
and Ear Hospital were also visited. Mean- 
while, the ladies of the party were con- 
ducted to various places of interest about 
the city.

He 
regards the Royal Victoria Hospital as a 
splendid institution, and all the Belfast hos- 
pitals, although not recently built, fulfil their 
purpose exceptionally well. Belfast medi- 
cal: fame, he eclared, was known 
world over. Several of 
the city’s leading medical men had visited 
America, and their addresses on medical 
science were greatly appreciated.

THE ARMS CONFERENCE. 
PERSIAN DELEGATION 
WITHDRAWS. 
GENEVA, Monday. 
The Persian delegation, in withdrawing 


from the Arms Conference today, acted on 
the instructions of the Teheran Government. 
The members of the delegation state that 
their withdrawal is final and that Persia will 
not sign the convention in view of the im- 
portance of the matter. 

The following further particulars may be of

When the Committee stage of the Finance 
Bill was resumed, the income tax clauses were 
attacked by the Labour Party, on the. ground

human nature has to solve, and happy, mm 
deed, is the man or woman who escapes its 
many pitfalls. On no subject do we need to 
exhibit more sweet reasonableness, sympathy 
and toleration. We are all agreed that a true 
and faithful marriage is the source of all 
that is best and happiest in human life. We 
are all agreed that divorce is hell, and that 
those who go through divorce go through 
hell. 

In Ireland the vast proportion of marriages 
work very well. ose who enter into 
them recognise that they are entering intw a 
lifelong obligation, and are determined to be 
true to their responsibilities. Incompati- 
bilities of tenmper, word and deed, arising 
from the weaknesses of human nature, may 
occasionally, and otten do, ruffle the avu1face 
of hiisiád life, but never suggest divorce. 
The thoughts of early love, of the years of 
companionship, of mutual joys and sorrows 
and, above Ní the claims of children, in the 
vast majority of cases make divorce absolutely 
unthinkable. I have sufficient faith in human 
nature to believe that divorce will never be 
the resort of any but a very small minority. 

I cannot shut my eyes, however, to the 
fact that such a minority, no matter how 
small, exists. It cannot be denied that there 
are some marriages which, as far as outsiders 
can judge, are hopeless and _ irremediable 
failures. Is the State, is the law, to do 
nothing to relieve the misery. of such unfor- 
tunate victims’? Are they to be given no 
chance—to quote your own words—‘ to re- 
build their lives after the wreck of a dis- 
astrous marriage’? Are they to be driven to 
satisfy the deepest craving of the human heart 
in a relationship which would degrade, not 
uplift, them? 

These, surely, are questions to be settled 
on the principles of reason, justice and ex- 
pediency. The ecclesiastical dogma of the 
absolute indissolubility of marriage has no 
adequate support on these principles, and I 
was glad that Senator Yeats had the courage 
to say so. A few years ago marriage with a 
deceased wifes sister was denounced as 
strongly as divorce is to-day, Will anyone 
venture so to denounce it now? “ The living, 
changing, discovering, advancing human 
mind '—to quote Dr. Yeats—must go with 
the times in the Irish Free State as well as 
in other countries. Let the clergy impress

A JUROR’S CRITICISM.

Sir,—As a special juror of the City of 
Dublin I recently served for three days on 
a case in which the amount involved was 
about £200. There were five senior counsel 
and three juniors in the case. There was no 
question of law to be argued. On the second 
day the case was closed, and it only re- 
mained for the Judge to charge, which he 
did in twenty minutes on the third morning. 
There were engaged in the case more than 
thirty persons—twelve jurors, eight counsel, 
three solicitors and three clerks, the judge, 
the registrar, the sub-sheriff, the usher, and 
several policemen. In England, where cases 
are of enormous importance and Vast sums 
are in dispute, very rarely is there more than 
one senior counsel retained. ‘In the immortal 
case of Bardell v. Pickwick the great 
Serjeant Buzfuz had only a junior to help 
him, The case lasted only a couple of hours, 
Had it been heard in Dublin, there might 
have been six or eight counsel, and’ it might

FARM MANAGEMENT 
CRITICLSED.

The anditor’s report, which was submitted 
to Mr. Commissioner Monahan, who is dis- 
charging the duties of the dissolved Com- 
mittee of Management of the Cork Mental 
Hospital, yesterday criticised at length the 
management of the farm attached to the in- 
stitution, which showed a net loss of - £472, 
and the system of placing contracts for 
supplies. 

n the course of the report, Mr. Moran, the 
auditdr, stated :—*‘ It has been brought to my 
notice that whiskey is being issued from the 
stores for the consumption of members of the 
Committee who attend the meetings. These 
issues have taken place outside the period 
under audit, and [ merely wish to warn the 
Resident Superintendent that I will hold him 
responsible for the amount involved. In my 
last report I drew attention to an un- 
authorised expenditure incurred in the erection 
of steps leading up to the residence of the 
Resident Medical Superintendent and for the 
installation of electric service to his house. 
When my report was under discussion, the 
Chairman stated that the Resid@it Medical 
Superintendent had authority for those trans- 
actions, seems extraordinary that the 
omission of a record of this authorisation from 
the minutes was neither observed by the 
Resident Medical Superintendent nor the Com- 
mittee at the time. he outlay on the 
Resident Medical Superintendent's garden 
during the year under audit was £368 16s. 4d., 
including £102 15s. 4d. for renovations, whilst 
the value of vegetables received in stores 
from the garden was £97 lls. in respect of 
the same period. 

“ Marriage bonuses or gratuities amounting 
to £226 14s. 11d. were paid during the year 
under audit. [ did not surcharge these pay- 
ments for the reason that they were made 
prior to the date on which the Minister com- 
municated his decision relative to the test 
surcharge made at my last audit. I have 
satisfied myself that insurance premiums have 
been up-to-date.” 

The auditor concluded his report by stating : 
“I have been obliged to make the following 
surcharges :—(a) Eight payments amounting 
to £55 15s. 2d., which represent differences 
between superannuation allowances paid to 
two ex-attendants and those to which they 
were legally entitled; (b) payment of £76 19s. 
representing the difference between the 
gratuity granted to the widow of an officer 
who died whilst in the service of the Mental 
Hospital, and that to which she was legally 
entitled; (c) I charged loss of £11 11s. 3d. 
against those members of the Committee who 
attended the meeting at which a contract for 
the supply of coal was given at a higher price 
than that at which the particular quality of 
coal required could be procured.”’ 

MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT'S REPLY. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent said 
that he desired to deal with the paragraph 
dealing with the outlay in the Resident Super- 
intendent’s garden, which was calculated to 
create an erroneous Impression in the minds 
of the ratepaying community. The Medical 
Superintendent had no garden, but was en- 
titled, in accordance with the terms of his 
appointment, to fruit and vegetables 
(quantum sufficit) to meet the demands of his 
family. That happened to be one of his 
substantial emoluments, and valued, in his 
opinion, at the maximum of £100 per annum 
That being so, the garden got credit for 
supplies to the house in the same way that 
credit was given for commodities sent to the 
store department. He found it necessary to 
repeat that the repairs authorised by the 
Committee of Management were needed to the 
walls of the garden owing to the ravages of 
time. ‘The gardener had also to “ie 
the work of three plots that produced vege- 
tables for the staff and the patients, as well 
as the grounds of the institution. The 
gardener had further duties in providing 
plants and flowers for the churches and wards, 
for which no credit was given, although it 
would amount to a fairly substantial sam. It 
was obvious, therefore, that the full amount 
of the gardener's work should not be charged 
against the account of the medical hospital. 

No action was taken on the report. 


DUBLIN ‘THEATRES. 


AN ETHEL M. DELL 
MELODRAMA, 


“ The Way of an Eagle,’ which is at the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, this week, is Ethel 
M. Dell's own version of her popular book. 
The play is not one of very lotty corception, 
and some of the scenes seem spun out by 
speeches and ids chatter which do not 
greatly advance the action. The story is one 
of love and adventure, with a dare-devil hero, 
who, in toreign parts, in war-time rescucs 
a colonel’s daughter from the certain death 
of an assassin s knife, and after a rough and 
distinctly variegated wooing. wins the lady, 
who begins by fearing and repelling her 
eccentric and distinctly unconventional lover, 
As in the book, the play is ingeniously con- 
trived, to excite and sustain the interest, 
alter the true melodramatic fashion. The 
artists all work on the right lines to develop 
the materials in foreshadowing, without quite 
forestalling, the various incidents. 

Miss Pringle plays the part of Muriel, the 
heroine, me she has an extremely exacting 
task, which she accomplishes with credit. Mr. 
Colin Clive is Captain Nick Ratcliff, who 1s 
quite the ideal type of debonair, reckless and 
chivalrous, yet sometimes brutal hero. He 
rattles through his lines with remarkable 
rapidity, and when he catches the lady by 
the throat, in an outburst of rather uh- 
intelligible anger, he somewhat over. em- 
phasised the operation. Upon these two 
characters the whole burthen of the play 
rests, and the subsidiary parts were all fit- 
tingly filled. 

On the whole, the ‘reception of the play 
was favourable. The scenery, in so far as 
the fort at Warra and the mountain pass 
was concerned, was excellent, but some of the 
cther scenes were incongruous.
